the causes of high food prices, started 
its inquiry today with a hearing at 
which representatives of state food 
commissions told of food conditions 
throughout the country. In outlining 
the purposes and scope of the inquiry 
members of the cbmmission declared 
their first aim would be toa remedy 
unlawful and uneconomic conditions. 
The commission, clothed with inquisi- 
torial and corrective powers, will work 
in close co-operation with the agricul- 
tural department, giving particular at- 
tention to violations of anti-trust laws 
in food distribution. 

Forty states were represented at the 
conference and four governors attend- 
ed in person, Milliken, of Maine; Fraz- 
ier, of North ‘Dakota; Beeckham, of 
Rhode Island, and Harris, of Georgia. 
Many of the representatives blamed 
high prices on middlemen and on poor 
transportation methods. Some thought 
there was no actual food shortage and 
deplored the publicity given ‘to reports 
of a poor wheat crop. Hoarding by 
housewives and others, they said, had 
taken much food from the markets and 
had added to a general hysteria. 

Governor Frazier declared there was 
something wrong with distributing sys- 
tems when farmers last fall réceived 
less than one dollar a bushel for pota- 
toes and saw them sold at retail this 
spring at more than five dollars. 

Car Shortage Blamed. 

4, E. Reynolds, a grain dealer repre- 
senting Indiana, said a shortage of rai}- 
way cars was largely responsible for 
high wheat prices. Great quantities 
of wheat, he said, were in storage at 
points in the United States, while other 
places were paying as much as fifteen 
cents a bushel above the market price 
because they were unable to set an 
adequate supply. 

“Supply and demand no longer are 
related,” he said, “because of the dis- 
arrangement to railway service. The 
man who gets cars can get any price 
he asks for his wheat. He is market- 
ing transportation as well as grain."

In an effort to protect the manufac- 
turer and smoker of cheap cigars, it 
was decided to fix a graduated tax on 
all kinds of cigars. Cigarette taxes 
would be doubled. Wholesale and retail 
tobacconists would be taxed $25-and $6, 
respectively, annually. 

Taxes on Transportation. 


Suggestion of a flat four per cent 
rate on freight and passenger transpor- 
tation proceeds was rejected in favot 
of taxes higher than four per cent on 
passenger tickets and four per cent on 
freight charges, 

A five per cent tax on the factory 
cost of automobiles and musical instru- 
ments is recommended. Automobile 
manufacturers protested vigorously to 
the subcommittee today against this 
tax. 

Amusement places, including motion 
picture houses and baseball parks would 
pay stamp taxes equal to ten per cent 
of their gate receipts. Other stamp 
taxes would be levied on bonds, cer- 
tificates of stock, agreements of sale, 
promissory notes, certificates of profit, 


memorandum of sales, conveyances, en-

SUBMARINE DANGER 


If America Does Not Give 
Prompt Aid, Starvation of 
England Is Not Impossi- 
ble, He Says. 


——E | 


“The starvation of England by means 
of the submarine is not impossible. 
This would mean that Germany would 
secure the British fleet and then with 
the English ships and the present Ger- 
man fleet, .would be able to come to 
America’s coast, and land an armed 
force of 200,000 soldiers equipped with 
modern’ machinery of war against 
which the man-power of this nation 
could make no stand.” 

These were the words of Gifford 
Pinchot at a luncheon given to him b 
the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce 
Tuesday and attended by 200 of At- 
lanta’s most prominent business and 
professional men. 

“But,” added the great conservation- 
ist, “I believe that the south will feed 
England; will send shipload after ship- 
load of food stuffs to the British isles, 
and food for England and the allies 
will mean a victory for the allied arms 
within a year, and maybe before next 
Christmas.” 

South Makes Answer. 

Great applause greeted these words 
of Mr. Pinchot. The applause was the 
south’s answer. “It meant that the 
south will feed England, and outweigh 
the submarine menace to the mother 
country’s food supply,” he said. 

Mr. Pinchot was introduced by Presi- 
dent Ivan E. Allen, of the chamber of 
commerce, following a short but stir- 
ring speech by J. K. Orr, who reported 
the work done recently by the cham- 
ber’s food production committee. 

“TI wish to tell Mr. Orr and the rest 
of you gentlemen,” began Mr. Pinchot,

“Germany 
then will get England’s great fleet, 
many times larger than the American 
navy, and with her fleet and the Brit- 
ish fleet a landing of 200,000 armed 
soldiers can be effected on the Ameri- 
can coasts. Our military experts tell 
us this is possible. And they tell us 
that the man-power of this country 
will be ineffective against the great 
war machinery of the Germans. 

‘‘However, I do not believe that the 
south will allow the Germans to starve 
England. We can build ship after ship, 
and the south can send over shipload 
after shipload of food stuffs. In this 
way the south has more power than 
any other section of the world at the 
present to save England, and thereby 
save this country. 

“And I know the south will do so.”

The chief mate and seventeen 
including three of the American navy 
gunners have been landed. 

A boat containing the master of the 
ship and the remainder of the crew, 
together with the leutenant and nine 
naval gunners, is missing.

Recruiting showed a decided improve- 
ment yesterday although it is not yet 
up to the standard of two weeks ago. 
Both the army and navy are expecting 
a big day today from advices they have 
received from the various substations 
throughout the state.

Lieutenant Keller, of the navy, said

behind Georgia’s quota and that. there 
were only five more days left to get 
the men in, as May 5 was the date set 
for the 1,200 assigned to this state to 
be enlisted. ' 

Georgia made a poor showing last 
week as compared with previous weeks, 
Atlanta ranking eighth among south- 
ern cities. Dallas led with 294 recruits, 
while the Atlanta district only show- 
ed 94. 

Fill Up Navy Gaps. 

Lieutenant Kellar Monday urged that 
all patriotic citizens throughout the 
state, particularly public officials and 
heads of civic organizations, busy them- 
selves at once to fill up the gaps in the 
navy this week so that our ships may 
be tully manned. 

“There is no doubt,” said the lieu- 
tenant, ‘“‘that the boys who go into the 
navy now will see action in this war, 
and it is action that ‘volunteers’ want. 
It is the duty of those who cannot go 
themselves to get someone else to join.

Bureau Is Now Part 
Of the School System 


The vocational guidance and educa- 
tional research department, made possi- 
ble recently by the generosity of Cator 
Woolford, was formally added to the 
Atlanta school system yesterday. 

The department will be in charge of 
George D. Halsey. Speaking of the 
plans of the bureau Monday, he said: 

“The average student about to grad- 
vate from high school or college has 
very little idea, either of his own qual- 
ifications or of the qualifications nec- 
essary for success in the various voca- 
tions. In general, he takes what seems 
to him to be the best opening he can 
get at the time, and if he fails here, 
moves on to another and another job, | 
until he secures one where he can stick, 
whether this be his best work or not. 

“It is our purpose to make a very 
eareful study of each individual pupil 
as he passes up through the different 
Srades, and to carefully record and av- 
erage the opinion of each teacher who 
comes in contact with him so that when 
he does decide to leave school we can 
have a real scientific basis for counsel. 
There is nothing occult or mysterious 
about the work of vocational guidance; 
we simply try to get together all the 
facts about each pupil and all the facts 
about each vocation, then use common 
sense. 

“We also plan to make a careful 
study of the real reasons why so many 
pupils drop out of school at an early 
age to see if we cannot give them 
something so attractive and useful that 
they can see for themselves the value 
of staying in school as long as they 
can.”

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SHAMS OF GERMANY 
SHOWN BY GERMAN 


Editor Harden Criticises 
German Diplomacy That 
Forced the United States 
Into the War. 


Copenhagen, April 30.—(Via London.) 
Maximilian Harden, the German “en- 
fant terrible,” publishes in the latest 
issue of Die Zunkunft, another daring- | —a 
ly frank article exposing to German yatt 
readers the “shams, pretences and mis- 
takes”’ of their government's policy. 
The article is devoted to the entry of 
the United States into the war, which 
Herr Harden warns the people must 
be taken most seriously, both from the 
moral side, as a sympton of the weak- 
ness of Germany’s appeal to the neu- 
tral world and the failure of her for- 
eign policy, and because of the physi- 
cal aspects of the weight that America 
will ultimately be able to throw into 
the scale. In the article he reviews 
the steps leading to the German and 
American peace proposals, the procla- 
mation of unrestricted submarine war 
and the American declaration of a state 
of war and declares, with a daring to 
which probably no other German pub- 
licist is equal, that Germany’s peace 
overtures were put forward only as 
a bridge over which Germany could 
pass to relentless submarine warfare. 
Herr Harden has only words of high 
praise for President Wilson and his 
policy, and reveals in various passages 
a slighting opinion of Dr. Alfred Zim- 
mermann, which he did not conceal at 
the time of Zimmermann’s elevation to 
ministerial rank. 

Another article by Herr Harden 
culminates in an appeal to Germany 
to put the interior of her house in 
order and introduce democratic con- 
ditions, which the writer says is the 
only sure basis for future peace. 

; Searcely less noteworthy than his 
scathing criticism of German  di- 
iplomacy (but not that of Count von 
Bernstorff, former ambassador to the 
United States, whose work he praises) 
is Herr Harden’s justification to Ger- 
man readers of America’s attitude dur- 
ing the war and his demolition, for ex- 
ample, of the favorite Pan-German ar- 
guments that the United States was 
inspired solely by dollar-chasing and 
looked upon war only as a source for 
enormous profits from munition sup- 
plies. 
: The United States, Herr Harden de- 
Clares, could have continued to amass 
unmeasured riches, not from munition 
j;contracts, from which only a minute 
‘part of its income was derived, but as 
u world’s source of supply. Instead, he 
(adds, the United States chose for an 
ideal to reject a continuance of its 
profitable neutrality anda to ioad itself 
| with a burden of expenditures which no 


other country could sately bear. Those 
who wouid protit, Harden tells his 
readers, can be sought nearer home, in 
‘the ranks of those wanting to retain 
belgium, the Briey Iron district, Cour- 
land and Livonia.

UNCLE SAM'S WAR BILLS. 


As its first step against Germany after 
declaring its belligerency, the United States 
government provided for the expenditure of 
a total of seven billions of dollars, two bil- 
lions of which are to immediately assist 
France and Russia. Yet, staggering as this 
tremendous total is to the lay mind, the 
American people will feel the burden of 
meeting it far less heavily than we have 
some of our previous war expenditures. 

The revolutionary war c@st something 
like $700,000,000, mostly borrowed from 
France, and/the struggling citizenship of the 
infant republic found the debt almost back- 
breaking. The war of 1812 cost $88,000,000, 
raised in bonds, and these bonds were re- 
tired inside of twenty-three years. Then 
Uncle Sam had to bond himself for $43,000,- 
000 to defray the costs of the Mexican war, 
which bonds were paid within eight years 
after issuance. The civil war cost the United 
States government $3,000,000,000—the most 
expensive war of the nation’s history up to 
the present time. And in 1900 $1,000,000,000 
of that indebtedness was still outstanding. 
The cost of the Spanish-American war 
amounted to an initial appropriation by con- 
gress of $50,000,000 and a subsequent loan 
of about $200,000,000. 

When the United States declared war 
against Germany it possessed more than 30 
per cent of the coined gold in the world, or 
almost $3,000,000,000 in gold; and it has also 
reduced its indebtedness to investors in 
Europe by something more than $2,000,000,- 
000. Besides, it has loaned more than 
$2,300,000,000 to foreign countries. 

The nation’s wealth is now around 
$215,000,000,00.

OUR CHILDREN'S TEETH. 


Conspicuous among the suggestions for 
improvement in Atlanta public school condi- 
tions which have appeared in the course of 
The Constitution’s series of articles edited 
by the educational committee of the Atlanta 
Teachers’ association, is that concerning the 
care and preservation of the teeth, contained 
in the installment published Monday, en- 
titled, “The Value of the Teeth and What Is 
Being Done to Conserve Them in the Public 
Schools.” 

This article contains the assertion that 
statistics of the medical director of the At- 
lanta public schools show that about 90 per 
cent of the children in the grammar schools 
have defective teeth. For years and years 
this condition had been permitted to exist 
without any concert of effort to correct it, 
when finally the Atlanta Society of Dental 
Surgeons was requested by the board of edu- 
cation “to devise some means by which the 
deplorable conditions that exist in the 
mouths of thousands of school children could 
be improved.” 

The existing free dental clinic, organized 
by the society, is the result. It has done a 
remarkable amount of good, treating with- 
out cost the mouths of children whose 
parents or guardians have not the means 
whereby to pay for the service. But the 
school authorities are hampered by lack of 
finds and prevented thereby from taking 
full advantage of the dentists’ gerierosity. 
Scarcity of money forbids the installation of 
a central school clinic and necessitates util- 
izing the dentists’ offices im which to do 
what work is being done. This entails the 
necessity of taking or sending the patients 
to the dentists, and because the impover- 
ished condition of the treasury precludes the 
employment of more than three available 
nurses, in most cases the child is relied upon 
to visit the dentist unattended. The result 
is obvious, because a dentist’s office is 
about the least alluring place imaginable to 
% youngster—and they shun it. Thus the 
dentist who has set aside half an hour to 
treat the patient who doesn’t put in an ap- 
pearance loses his time from work that 
would be remunerative, and the child’s teeth 
continue neglected. 

The article in question expresses regret 
that the city fails to provide funds with 
which to make this all-important work effect- 
lve; and the point is well taken. Other 
cities do it, and there is no reason under the 
sun why Atlanta can not. 

But, while the city should do its part 
financially, the school authorities have a 
right to depend upon parents and guardians 
for helpful co-operation. There are sixty 
Atlanta dentists who have volunteered to 
devote gratis a certain number of hours 
each week to this noble service, and the fact 
that the only complaint of the school author- 
ities is that children do not keep the appoint- 
ments made for them is a sad commentary 
upon the sense of gratitude of the parents 
and guardians. The least these could do 
would be to see that the children do take 
advantage of the free treatment offered 
them. 

Undoubtedly most of the neglect in this 
regard is due to a failure upon the part of 
the public to appreciate the importance of 
sound teeth and the seriousness of the ef- 
fects of bad ones. It is hard to overrate 
either. 

Dr. Charles Mayo, one of America’s fore- 
most medical authorities, said not long ago 
that “90 per cent of all infection occurs 
above the collar,” and he attributes much of 
this to bad teeth and to careless dentistry, 
which injures the gums. 

Another eminent authority, Dr. W. P. 
Harding, in a recent lecture on “The Im- 
portance of Good Teeth,” said that “tooth 
trouble is due to two causes: Ignorance and 
neglect. The second,” he went on to Say, 
“ig less excusable than the first, but both 
are deplorable in this age, when everybody 
should know the elementary teachings of 
hygiene.” He emphasized the fact that “one 
tooth in the mouth is worth half a dozen in 
the dentist’s office,” and he warned against 
procrastination in attending to the teeth. 

Every parent in Atlanta should give this 
matter careful thought, because it is some- 
thing that has a direct and a potent bearing 
upon, the health and welfare, in all respects, 
of the child. And while it is to be hoped 
that the city authorities will find some means 
whereby to financially assist the school board 
and the dentists’ society in properly caring 
for the poor children’s teeth, whenever an 
appointment is made for Johnnie to spend 
an unhappy half-hour with the dentist his 
parents should see that he keeps the date.

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ARTICLE XVH. 
Practical Work in Civics in the High School 


There are two parts to every person, him- 
self and his community, and every person 
owes it to himself and to his community to 
study the relations of the two to the great 
end that the highest good to each may be at- 
tained. Too often it is true that the faults 
of our government go on unchecked because 
the citizens are unaware of their existence. 
If they do become vaguely aware of evils, 


they do not understand how to find out.the. 


nature and causes of: these evils. Even 
though they may discern these evils they are 
at a loss when it comes to righting our po- 
litical wrongs. Certainly indifference pre- 
vails in the majority of that class of citizens. 
Klection days come and ‘the call of their gov- 
ernment has little or no meaning to them. 
If they vote at all it is for a friend, or 
at the request of a friend, or to keep an 
enemy out of office, or just because some 
office-seeker furnishes free transportation 
to the polls. After the election, this indiffer- 


ent class spends much of its time, not in con- 
structive assistance to a wholesome public 


opinion which would urge the officials to 
do their best, but in destructive criticism of 
official acts whether those acts be right or 
wrong. 

The high schools of Atlanta, realizi 
that it is absolutely impossible to have woal 
government in a community unless there 
is in that community an active public senti- 
ment and one that is intelligently directed 
have set themselves to the task of helping 
to make clearer the privileges and burdens 
of citizenship by acquainting the man of to- 
morrow with his relation to his community, 
to his state, to his nation, and now, to his 
world. New life is added to the cold formal 
“civil government” of other days. Now, as 
then, as must needs be, the forms and rela- 
tions of governments are taught to high 
school pupils. Whenever possible the classes 
are taken on excursions to the places where 
government is in the making, to meetings of 
the state legislature and of the city council. 
On return from these meetings, while ev- 
erything is fresh in the minds of the stu- 
dents, and the antics of the legislators are 
still amusing them, a review is made of the 
form of government being studied, and of 
its methods of passing laws. The students 
are given an opportunity to discuss what 
they observed, and with the aid of the teach- 
er, they conclude, that after all, legislators 
are men “just as you and I,” that what they 
do depends very largely on the doings of 
the individuals of the state, “that just as 
our personal conduct affects the government 
of the home for good or for evil, or the OV - 
ernment of the school for good or for evil, 
s0 does the personal conduct affect the larg- 
er civil government for good or for evil.” 
Immediately the government becomes a part 
of the student and he begins to feel him- 
self grow. 

The set courses in civics are not so set 
that they cannot bend to the exigencies of 
the hour. For instance, when a particular 
civic campaign is being waged it is studied 
by the students as a whole or by a represen- 
tative who reports his findings to the class. 
If an election is being held it is re-enacted 
by the students after they have been in- 
structed as to the duties of a voter in a 
self-governing country. : 


“ Fertile Field. 

Local affairs, in particular, furnish a very 
fertile field for real constructive work. Coun- 
cil meetings are observed and studied. Plans 
of the city government are worked out, 
plans that really make the work of the city 
intelligible and interesting to high school 
pupils. 


There is one such plan, though not ! 


quite completed, that is exceptionally good. 
It is to be hoped that the city of Atlanta 
will see its way clear to furnish the means 
to have this plan printed in pamphlet form 
so that it can be furnished to the different 


schools and to any citizen desiring a copy.. 


Trips made by the classes to the: city 
parks, to the waterworks, to the charities, 
to the courts, to the different civic funetions 
for first-hand information, have proven very 
interesting and beneficial. The authorities 
have, in every case, been very courteous and 
helpful to the visitors. Whenever trips for 
a whole class are not advisable, special sub- 
jects are assigned to certain’ students who 
make personal investigations and report back 
to the -ciass. Special consideration is shown 
those who do the best work along this line. 

Another very profitable practice with one 
of the high schools is that of having from 
time to time certain of the local officials 
come to the school and lecture to the boys 
on the lines of work being studied. The 
boys like these talks for they are messages 
direct from the field. 

One of the best methods of practical civic 
instruction given by the Atlanta high schools 
is that done through a careful study of civic 
problems through current literature. The 
“Literary Digest,” which is secured at school 
for five cents a copy, seems to be the basic 
text-magazine with most of the schools. For 
local affairs, the daily papers are closely 
scrutinized. The pupils vie with each other 
in seeing who can make the best selection 
of timely clippings and pamphlets. These 
are then placed on class bulletin boards for 
the use of the student during study periods. 

Civic Element Stressed. 

A conference with the heads of depart- 
ments of history in the high schools brings 
out the happy fact that the civic element is 
particularly stressed in all history classes. 
Ancient, mediaeval and modern governments 
are closely studied for purposes of compar- 
ing their institutions with ours of the United 
States. In this way the student is brought 
to understand the struggles through which 
democracy has come and the principles for 
which it now stands. 

In alt of the civics work done in the 
high schools the practical side is empha- 
sized. We cannot and must not get entire- 
ly away from the theoretical, but the prac- 
tical helps to make the theoretical interest- 
ing, and aids the student in seeing his 
knowledge function in a helpful way. Where 
such a course is wise, time is always reserv- 
ed for class discussion, and it is through 
these discussions that great good comes to 
the student. It not only teaches him to ex- 
press himself on things of public note but 
it also gives him a reasonable grasp on mat- 
ters of public interest. It not only teaches 
him to be an intelligent and selective reader 
but it makes of him a wise citizen. 

A few suggestions for the work are as 
follows: 

irst, that the work tn civics be augmented 
by the addition of a half-year course in ele- 
mentary economics (one school already has 
this), and that this civics-economics course 
be required of all students graduating from 
the high schools. 

Second, that the grammar schools give 
elaborate instruction in community civics as 
a foundation for the more formal work in the 
high schools. - 

Third, that the board of education and 
the city council turn not a deaf ear when 
the civics teachers request appropriations for 
civics laboratories.

AMERICA WILL BE ASKED TO RAISE — 
UNITS FOR AMBULANCE WORK IN FRANCE 


Archibald C. V. Wells, of Philadelphia and 
Newport, is spending several days in Atlanta 
at the Georgian Terrace hotel, arranging for 
the appearance here of John H. MeFadden, 
Jr., Paris treasurer of the American Ambu- 
lance Field Service in France. 

Mr. McFadden is the son of John H. Mc- 
Fadden, of Philadelphia, the well-known cot- 
ton merchant and art collector, whose collec- 
tion of English masters is one of the most 
noteworthy privately owned collection in the 
world. 

Mr. Wells says: 

“One hundred and thirty-five thousand dol- 
lars to save the lives of wounded soldiers— 
that. is the sum which John H. McFadden, Jr., 
of Philadelphia, treasurer of the American 
Ambulance Field Service in France, has come 
to this country to raise within the next month. 

“Mr. McFadden will lecture on the work 
of the American ambulance in the war. His 
lecture will be illustrated by slides repro- 
duced from photographs taken by himself on 
the firing line, and four reels of moving pic- 
tures, given him by the French government 
to aid him in his campaign in this country. 

“The young Philadelphian brings back with 
him thrilling stories of the courage and daring 
of the Americans in the ambulance service, 
and a large fund of his personal experiences 
in caring for wounded soldiers at the front, 
amid flying shells and the roar of exploding 
ammunition. 

‘Mr. McFadden says that more ambulances 
are sadly needed by the field service to in- 
crease the scope of its splendid work and to 
replace machines which have been worn out 
in the service. He points out that in the 
event that an American expeditionary force 
is sent to France by this country, the war 
department could reach an understanding 
with the French government that when the 
American troops arrive the Ambulance Field 
Service could be turned over to them en 
masse, thus giving them the aid of trained 
and experienced men, who know the country 
and the conditions the new troops will be 
called upon to meet, 

“In the meantime the American Ambu- 
lance Field Service by aiding the entente 
armies, would help the cause of America more 
effectively than by any other means. Far 
from discouraging -the American ambulance 
at this time, it is the very moment to encour- 
age its growth. 

“Mr. McFadden hopes to raise in this coun- 
try a fund sufficient to purchase three new 
sections of twenty ambulances each and to 
keep them running for one year. Each sec- 
tion, which also includes two supply cars, a 
field kitchen and a staff automobile, costs 
approximately $45,000. He already has deliv- 
ered lectures in New York and Philadelphia, 
and more than $50,000 of the required sum has 
been contributed by persons who heard his 
lectures in these two cities. 

“The cars used in the service are light 
ang speedy, capable of going into abl sorts 
of places that the heavy French auto-ambu- 
lances could not reach, and the ‘rush’ surgical 
cases were given to the American drivers.

TIMELY HINTS FOR 
THE HOME GARDENER 


iX—Peas, Beans and Beets. 


Garden peas are a favorite crop in the 
home garden, and as they are not easily in- 
jured by light frosts, they may be planted as 
soon as the soil can be put in order in the 
spring, according to the specialists of the 
United States Department of Agriculture. By 
selecting a number of varieties it is possible 
to have a continuous supply of peas through- 
out a large portion of the growing season. 
In order to accomplish this, plantings should 
be made every ten days or two weeks unti, 
warm weather comes, The first plantings 
should be of small-growing, quick-maturing 
varieties, such as Alaska, First and Best 
and Gradus. These kinds do not require sup- 
ports. 
wrinkled type of peas, such as Champion of 
England, Telephone and Prize Taker. Thes:; 
may be supported on brush, on strings ar. 
tached to stakes driven in the ground, or on 
wire netting. 


Peas should be planted about 2 to 3 inches 
deep in rows 3 to 4 feet apart. Some gar- 
deners, however, follow the practice of plant- 
ing in double rows 6 inches apart, with the 


ordinary space of 3 to 4 feet between these 
With varieties requiring sup-

3eans are more susceptible to co] 
peas and should not be planted until deauee 
of frost is past and the ground begins to 
warm up. They are, however, the most de- 
sirable vegetables that the home gardener 
can raise. There are many different kinds 
and varieties of beans, but for garden pur- 
poses they may be divided into two classes— 
string and Lima. Both classes are grown 
commercially over the greater part of the 
east and adapt themselves to a wide diversit 
of soils and climate. They grow rapidly and, 
therefore, leave the area in which they have 
been planted free for another crop. oO se- 
cure 2 continuous supply, it is desirable to 
make plantings at intervals of 10 days or 2 
weeks from the time that the ground is rea- 
sonably warm until hot weather sets in. 

Both string and Lima beans are subdivided 
into pole and bush types. The pole Lima 
bean should be planted with from 8 to 10 
seeds to the hill and after the plants become 
established should be thinned to 3 or 4. The 
hills should be 4 or 5 feet apart. Bush Lima 
beans are planted 5 or 6 inches apart in rows 
30 to 36 inches apart. Bush beans of the 
string type may be planted somewhat closer 
—the plants standing 3 or 4 inches apart in 
rows from 20 to 24 inches apart if hand cul- 
tivation only is to be employed. 

Beans of any kind should not be planted 
any deeper than is necessary to secure good 

ermination. Thijs should never be over 2 
inches .and on heavy soil it should not be 
more than 1% to 1% inches. 

Beets can be planted comparatively early 
It ts not necessary to wait 
until the ground has become warm, if the 
danger of frost is past. The seed should be 
sown in drills 14 to 18 inches apart and cov- 
ered to a depth of about l inch. As soon as 
the plants are well up they should be thinned 
to stand 3 to 4 inches apart. From 2 to 3 
plantings should be made in order to have a 
continuous supply of young, tender beets,

THE QUEST OF A GOOD CLIMATE. 

As numerous Ietters from correspondents 
remind us, it is a common impression of in- 
valids that somewhere, far away, .8 a cli- 
mate especially favorable for recovery, and | 
that the chief function of a good doctor is 
to direct this’sufferer hither and that one 
thither to the four corners of the world in 
the quest of the particular kind of climate 
favorable for his individual ailment. 

As a matter of fact, no climate is quite 
favorable to any particular type of iliness 
the year round, and-practically any climate 
is favorable for the greater part of the year 
if you only live outdoors so as to obtain the 
desired influence. 

The most healthful climate in the world, 
as amply proved by Vital statistics, is that 
between the 40th and 45th degrees of latitude. 
And .the ideal time to live in this climate is 
in the autumn. That ideal temperature is 
around 67 degrees Fahrenheit, which we are 
eternally preaching as the proper horsehold 
temperature all winter. If an invalid could 
migrate north in the summer or spring and 
south in the winter or fall, preferably afoot 
following the birds and the sun, he would 
have an ideal salutary, healing climate the 
year around. 

Things that makes a climate favora@ole or 
unfavorable are temperature, humidity, 
winds, dust and smoke, sunshine. 

Moderately -cool air is invigorating for 
one with tuberculosis, anemia, neurasthenia 
or other prolonged iliness, or for a patient 
convalescing from a severe acute illness. 
Moderate daily changes of temperature are 
always beneficial. Excessive warmth is de- 
ressing, especially if the air is damp, as 
n certain seasons in the Philippines. Ex- 
cessive cold drives even the determined in- 
valid indoors to the arid atmosphere of a 
desert, as in two or three months of winter 
in the northern states. « 

The more sunshine the better the climate 
for both the healthy and the sick. Here is 
where Colorado, as first choice, because of 
the cool air, and California, as second choice, 
because of warmth and psig A get their 
popularity. Arizona and New exico, how- 
ever, boast much sunlight and both cool air 
(at some elevation) and warm ajr on the 
lower levels. 

It is a serious mistake for an invalid to 
travel about Met dan 2 this and that climate. 
The advice of the physician should be fol-. 
lowed in any quest of a good climate.

FARMERS OF GEORGIA 
ARE URGED TO RAISE 
RICE FOR THEIR USE 


It is possible for very many of the 
farmers of Georgia to raise enough rice. 
on their farms to meet their require- 
ments and to spare, according to Pro- 
fessor Charles E. Chambliss, in charge 
of the office of rice investigations of 
the United States department of agri- 
culture, who was in Atlanta yesterday 
en route to Athens, where he is to co- 
operate with the college of agricul- 
ture in making a number of plantings 
in this state. He comes to the state 
at the suggestion of Professor John 
R. Fain. head of the department of 
agronomy of the college. 

As a war measure rice affords one 
of the best means of providing a source 
of food, and, according to Professor 
Chambliss, rice can be planted up to 
June and a crop obtained this year. He 
thinks that as much as 20 to 25 bushels 
ean be obtained per acre on Georgia 
land. Thousands of acres which are 
a little too wet for other crops can 
be used for rice, or uplands can be 
used, but good yields can not be ex- 
pected unless the rice is given abundant 
water. 

The purpose is not to undertake at 
this time the growing of rice on a 
commercial scale, but to encourage the 
planting of some rice on every farm 
for home consumption.
